We were unable to ascertain why 
j there had been no supply of water 
j for private use for several days be 
fore the fire. 
We further recomend that the coun­ 
cil urge the people to adopt the bond 
issuance proposition to be subm itted. 
and that tin* city proceed to the erec­ 
tion of its own plant.
